Curious FrcnlcA of Explosive*. 


Whenever an accident occurs there 


In. of course, a thorough Investigation 
nnd HO mo rather curlouu freaks in tho 
working of ex pi calves havo been dls- 
coverud at these Investigations. For 
instance, on ono occasion tho dyna- 
mite gang woh.' preparing to not oft 
about twenty-two tons In tho Cut. All 
of *.hu holes had been charged except 
one, and thu leading men were at 
work on thla when tho wholo thing 
suddenly went off ami dynamlto* took 
Its toll from Bouio of thu beat men In 
the fl(|ii;iil. It.,was first thought that 


tho current panHlnR through the wire 
from 'tho gun orator had Induced a 
current In tho fuau tvlrca which had 
not been connected with tho genera- 
tor when thu explosion occurred, but 
on InvcHtlgatlnE U was found that tho 
fune wlro was so nmu.ll that the gon- 
orritor current did not Induco auffl- 
clont current in .the fuse wires to. set 
off the, charge when the. two wires 
were only an Inch apart, so, of course, 
flomo other cauHo*'hud to bo' found. 
Finally uomcono suKwestcd that tho 
water In the holea bo examined', and 
when this wo.t dono It waa found that 
thin was slightly acidulated and conse- 
quently acted upon the paper of, the 
dynamite cartridges and liberated the 
nltro-Rlycerlne. it woa learned that 
tho llrat hole had boon charged near- 
ly u week boforo tho lont hole' was 
reached, which KUVQ tho acidulated 
wutur plenty of tlmo to reach the 
nltro-fflycerine. 
A charge had been 


exploded on the opposite nld« of tho 
Cut and thlu concussion had b«en auf- 
nclent to set off tho nUro-glyccrlno 
after It had been liberated by the 
action of the water. 
It waa found 


by experiments that the acidulated 
water could not liberate the nitro- 
glycerine unless It had novoral dnya 
to act. 
This Investigation resulted 


in an order being Issued by Colonel 
Qoethala to tho offset that all charges 
must bu exploded within twenty-four 
hours after they aru loaded. Tho rul« 
has boon strictly ad)icred to and ilnce* 
that time there, has not .beoo a stngle 
premature .explosion of dyoaraito In 
tho Cut. 
The temperature of 
the 
holes must be taken before tho dyna- 
mlto la placed therein. After u pre- 
mature discharge a year or two ago 
U was found that hea't waa generated 
In tha holes by*thu oxidation of ma- 
terial below the sur/ace when ex- 
posed to the air by tho drilling of 
holes for explosive charges. 
This 


rule, too, has aided In the prevention 
of sudden blow-ups. 


Another cause of death from dyna- 


mite has been the failure of some of 
tho charges to explode when tho oth- 
ers go oft. 
Several times theso un- 


c-ploded charges havo been struck 
by steam shovels with tho inovJtable 
result—death to the men working 
the Hhovels. The steel buckets com- 
ing In sudden contact with the rock 
and dynamite cause tho explosion. 
Tho writer recalls that on ono oc- 
casion, while rMing on the pay car In 
tho Cut an accident of. this sort hap- 
pened on the level directly above the 
car. 
but fortunately the dynamite 


merely flzi-cd and did not explode. 
It was some time before the engineers 
could find a' remedy for this, but It 
was finally noticed that when the 
charges were fired parallel they were 
never known to miss flre, so thla sys- 
tem was adopted. 


How Dynamite J.<* Stored. 


In thu early days of the Canal 


building the dynamite car was run 
directly Into the Cut and unloaded 
there, but after awhile thin became 
dangerous owing to the number of 
ilii't and sand truins which were con- 
tinually passing to and fro in the big 
ditch. 
At present U 
IB stored in 


hcuscs along the tap of the Cut. Red 
Hags are. placed all around these 
houses and they are guarded by men 
besides. A large amount is stored In 
the house near Empire* At this point 
the dynamite squad carry boxes con- 
taining Mfty pounds down a night of

men standing nearby atarted to run, 
hut the man grabbed the handrail 
and steadied himself, still holding the 
oox of dynamite on his shoulder. It 
muat have frightened his companions 
for they all • rested a few moments, 
being careful to set the boxes down 
very carefully. 
At another time far- 


ther down the Cut one of the men 
carrying dynamite atarted to cross. 
As he did so a dirt train hove In 
sight and stopped directly In front of 
him, 
Tho dynamite man wa» in a 


hurry, so h« climbed on ono of the 
cars and waa about to got oft on the 
other side when, the train started. 
This meant,' perhaps, being carried 
miles-away from his work. He was 
afraid to Jump with the box on his 
shoulder so he calmly tossed Uie box 
off the car and Jumped after It. A 
cry of horror went up from those who 
saw It, but nothing happened, so tho 
negro picked, up hut dynamite and 
went over to the holes. Her* he was 
met by the foreman, who gave him 
a lecture which he ta likely to re- 
member;

Out In the Pacific channel they are 


blasting the rock under water by use 
of a Jloatlng drill board.
